How to Avoid Annexation 

Pasadt na Dally News.—Former* As¬ 
semblyman Charles H. Randall would 
i head off the annexationists of Los An¬ 
geles by dividing the count) into four 
farts, leaving Lancaster, Palmdale. Ac¬ 
ton, Saugus and Newhall in the purely 

■ agricultural district to the north, to 
j he known as Antelope county. Los 
j Angeles county should comprise the 

city, everything south to San Pedro, 
west to Santa Monica, and north to 
Han Fernando. Long Beach county 
would include Whittier, Downey, 
Watts. Norwalk, Compton. Artesia and 
Long Beach. San Gabriel county would 
extend from Pasadena to Claremont 
and Pomona, north to Sierra Madre 
and ail foothill towns in the present 
county and south to Puente. We are 
not prepared to say that it is not a 
good suggestion. 

Mr. Randall argues that such a di¬ 
vision would leave Los Angeles free 
to go ahead with her city and county 
government plan—which can never be 
agr. . able to the communities forming 
the other three counties in prospective. 
With the Arroyo Seen as the dividing 
line, the territory to the west would be 
large enough for Los Angeles to take 
car.- of a population of sov> ral millions 
and insure to the residential sections 
of San Gabriel that autonomy of gov¬ 
ernment which is now threatened by 
the ambitions of the dominating metro¬ 
polis. At present the interests of Pas¬ 
adena and ail other communities of the 
proposed San Gabriel county are not 
homogenious with Los Angeles. One 
district is purely residential .the other 
mainly commercial, and political sepa¬ 
ration is better for both. 

That the cost to the new counties 
would be greater than at present is 
denied bj Mr. Randall, certainly less 
than if they ir< compelled to come un¬ 
der the oni city and county govern¬ 
ment Los Angeles craves. In support 
of this contention Mr, Randall quotes 
the Los Angeles Examiner of last 
March to the effect that Los Angeles 
now has the second largest per capita 
expense of administration among tho 
cities in the United States of 300,000 or 
more. The only city exceeding Los 
\t gelos in this respect is New York, 
notoriously tin most extravagantly 
governed city in the country, whose 
cost per capita is $50.35 as against 
$49.71 in Ix>8 Angeles. Chicago oper- 
Ges her municipality for $27.43. Phil- 
' tdeiphla for S27 27 and St. lam is for 
$ 2 S .04 per capita. Orange county, once 
t part of 1 .os Angeles county, has en¬ 
joyed great prosperity, in area and 
population ranking as the richest coun¬ 
ty in the state. There is much to he 
commended in the Randall suggestion 
; and it is well worth considering.

A SHORT CUT. 

If it is ever your good fortune to sail 
up the James river, in Virginia, from 
its mouth to Kichuioud. or if you have 
already enjoyed that beautiful trip, 
you will leant or you already know 
something about the Dutch Gap canal. 

Near Richmond the canal lias been 
cut to shorten the sailing distance. 
The canal is only r,tH) feet long, lint it 
cuts off seven miles of navigation 
along the winding channel of the river.

The Dutch Gap canal, with Its small 
amount of work that saved and is Hav¬ 
ing tin enormous deal of traveling, sug 
gests a lesson applicable to our daily 
lives.

Notalone 
in the physical aspects of life, but iu 
our daily mental and moral dealings? 

For instance, there is your new 
neighbor fie is a stranger in your 
community, and he may need help. 

As the daily windings of your life 
and his approach, can you not dig a 
canal through the intervening heights 
of Ignorance of hint and his family 
without waiting for the formal intro¬ 
duction of pastor or physician or busi¬ 
ness intermedia ry ?
